NO DISPATCHES FROM SAMPSON. 


Soldiers May Be Needed to Assist in 
the Capture of San Juan de 
Porto Rico—Armada’s Where- 
abouts Again in Doubt. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
% WASHINGTON, May 11.—The army 
movement on Cuba is now fairly 
launched. and today’s news developed 
a concerted effort all along the line 
to begin aggressive operations on a 
big scale, for of. the 
Spanish troops and government from 
the Pearl of the Antilles. 

An order given this afternoon by the 
War Department for the purchase of 
5.000.000 rations is an earnest of the 
scale on which preparations 


are mak- 
ing for the. invasion of Spain's 
territory. Of this vast quantity, one- 


fourth is to go to the Philippines by 
way of San Francisco, and the balance 
to Cuba. 

For some reason, that was not dis- 
coverable. there appeared to be a tem- 
porary check in the practical working 
out of the plans of the War Depart- 
ment. for the Cuban movement. After 
everything had been made ready for 
his departure last night, Gen. Miles 
was detained. and for a time today 
the rather gloomy prospect of an in- 
definite postponemefit of the first mili- 
tary expedition was presented. 

Later on. however, the obstacle, what- 
ever it was. was removed, and it was 
again announced that the commanding 
general, With a numerous staff, would 
leave Washington tomorrow directly 
for Tampa. 

The department has made a great 
many changes in the original  pro- 
gramme laid down for the concentra- 
tion of troops. as has been indicated 
by these dispatches. Many bodies of 
volunteers that were originally slated 
for one of the great concentration 
camps. have found themselves sud- 
denlv under orders to proceed direct to 
southern points, so that soon volun- 
teers from the East and Middle West 
will be moving swiftly to Florida and 
the guif. while from the Far West, the 
cars will be carrying troops to San 
Francisco. 

Today's news, in connection with the 
recall of Gen. Miles’s orders to Tampa, 
is pretty substantial evidence of a very 
early movement of troops in strong 
force ‘to Cuba, while the Philippines 
programme, of course, has been defi- 
nitely fixed for some days. | 

Contrary to expectations, the day 
passed at the Navy Department with- 
out news from Admiral Sampson. Not- 
withstanding what appears to be con- 
firmetory newspaper advices relative to 
the presence of the Spanish Cape 
Verde fleet at Cadiz. the Navy De- 
partment officials are beginning to en- 
tertain strong doubts of the accuracy 
of the report. 

It was not possible during the course 
of the day to obtain anything like 
an official confirmation of the official 
report received yesterday, but this is 
not to be wondered at, in view of the 
success which the Spanish government 
has so far met with in keeping secret 
the movements of its naval ships. Un- 
til news from Admiral Sampson of his 
doings in and around Porto Rico, it 
cannot be said definitely what  pro- 
gramme shall be decided on as regards 
that island. 

It is suggested that some of the 
troops now being hurried so rapidly 
to the Gulf coast may be intended to co- 
operate with Admiral Sampson in the 
reduction of the fortifications at San 
Juan de Porto Rico and the subse- 
quent occupation of the island. It is 
felt that the admiral will be in a rather 


disagreeable plight, supposing even 
that he managed to reduce the forts 
with his fleet, if he were obliged to- 
main there in occupation of the place 
for lack of troops when he might oth- 
erwise be urgently needed either on 
the Cuban coast or somewhere in the 
Atlantic to meet the Spanish fleet. 

An evidence of the wisdom of having 
the troops transports near at hand in 
such cases, is shown by the predica- 
ment Admiral Dewey is believed to be 
in at Manila where., for lack of troops, 
he is unable to occupy the town and 
to prevent atrocities which the insur- 
gents are capable of committing upon 
their helpless Spanish foes. 

The revial of doubts as to the where- 
abouts of the Cape Verde squadron, 
caused a renewal of anxiety as to the 


*Ovegon. The ship was at Bahiawt last 


. counts, and she is believed to have 
Started a day or two ago to go up the 
Brazilian coast to join Sampson's 
squadron in the West Indies. She will 
have to make a run of 2000 miles, which 
Will occupy the Oregon abot ten days 
only, as she is in fine fettle and aver- 
aged thirteen knots an hour « the 
long journey around from Fran- 
cisco. 

However, it is believed that Admiral 
Sampson is as well posted as any one 
in Washington as to the conditions ex- 
isting in the West Indies, and he will 
doubtless do whatever is necessary in 
his judgment, to safecuard 
in her run up the coast. 

During the past month, the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair of the Navy 
Department spent $1,250,000 in the re- 
pair and outfitting of ships, end none 
of this money went to mew construc. 
tion. This is said to be the largest 
expenditure in this particular line made 
by the equipment bureau, even during 
the days of the civil war. 

The rush orders to the Charleston 
which went out today, wiil have the 
result, possibly, of obliging the depart- 
ment to send another vessel, probably 
the Philadelphia, along with the troop 
transports. which are expected to go 
out from San Francisco about the end 
of the week, since it is very unusual in 
time of war to send such transports 
without a warship for convoy.

CHANGE OF PLANS.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—It is evi- 
dent, however, by the rush orders re- 
ceived from ‘Washington today, that 
the government is anxious to have th:

notice. 

The order from Washington direct- 
ing the Charleston to proceed to sea 
at once has changed the plans regard- 
ing the departure cf the troops for Ma- 
nila.

The transports will 
call at Honolulu to coal and take on 
fresh supplies.

FORCES IN THE FIELD. 


ABOUT FORTY THOUSAND CUBANS 
READY TO TAKE ARMS, 


Fifteen Thousand of These Lack 
Equipments—Gomez and Garcia 
Long Distances Aj*irt, Guerrilla 
Warfare Having Heretofore Becn 
Found Most Practicable, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RE?PORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The courier 
who is on his way here with letters 
from Gen. Gomez to President Palma 
of the Cuban Legation, has stopped at 
Tampa, and will not reach here for a 
day or two. Gen. Nunez, of the Cuban 
army, after conferring with the Cuban 
authorities here and-with Gen. Miles, 
left for Tampa last night. 

Although the courier will bring de- 
tailed advices from Gomez, the Cuban 
officials here are well informed on the 
general status of the Cuban forces in 
the field, and this subject has been 
gone over fully with the War Depart- 
ment officials. In a general way, it 
is stated that entire harmony exists 
between the Cuban authorities and the 
War Department, as to the reserve and 
the effective fighting force of Gen. 
Gomez and Gen Garcia. 

The Cuban authorities are ready and 
willing to have the fullest coiperation 
by the United States troops on Cuban 
soil, and it is said there is no ground 
for reports that Gen. Gomez desires to 
act single-handed in ‘securing Cuban 
independence. Naturally in high Cuban 
quarters, Gen. Gomez feels some pride 


/ in having sustained a,war for the last 


three years single-handed, against the 
organized forces of Spain, and doubt- 
less believes that in time he could 
achieve a complete victory. P 

But, it is said, he is fully alive to 
the fact that this woyld take time and 
a large increase in the arms, ammuni- 
tion, rations, and medicines at his dis- 
posal. In the mean time, he has ex- 
ercised only the prudential course in 
pointing out the climatic dangers of 
sending a large United States force 
into Cuba, 

Concerning the strength of the Cuban 
forces in the field, the Cuban repre- 
sentatives here say that present ad- 
Vises fully bear out all that Cuban au- 
thorities have claimed, namely, that 
there are in all about forty thousand 


men, either under’ arms or ready to 
luke arms as soon as guns and am- 


munition are at hand. 

Of this number, it is said that about 
fifteen thousand lack arms and equip- 
ment, leaving about twenty-five thou- 
sand now. in .the field reasonably 
equipped, although additional ammuni- 
tion and supplies would be most ad- 
Vantageous to these latter. 

This 25.000 does not exist in any one 
camp. On thecontrary, Cuban officials 
say their forces have adopted the tac- 
tics essential to a fight against heavy 
odds, and have scattered their forces 
into small grouns over an area of 3000 
square miles. These small groups are 
best able to carry on a guerrilla war- 
fare which diverts Spanish attention 
to every part of the island. 

The immediate command of Gomez is 
said to number 3000 men, and located 
in the rich Santa Clara district: some 
distance away, in the province of San- 
tiaco de Cuba are the forces of Gen. 
Garcia, the seven bands of which ire 
said to aggregate 15,000 men. The dis- 
tance of Garcia from Gomez is said to 
make a juncture between them im- 
practicable, as there are no means of 
speedy communication. 

It is exnected that Lieut. Rowan, 
the United States officer who made a 
daring and successful landing in Cuba 
and proceeded inland to Gen. Garcia's 
camp, will arrive at Key West tomor- 
row. It is understod that Lieut. Ro- 
wan has already stated, whether by

PRECAUTIONS TAKEN. 


Mexican Government Has Garrisoned 
the United States Frontier. 
[ASSOCIATED IRESS REVPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 11. Some 
weeks ago the papers of the United 
States published a telegram from Tegas 
stating that Spanish subjects residing 
in Mexico near the frontier of the 
United States, availing themselves of 
the opportynity by the fact thata large 
portion of the United States army gar- 
risoned on the frontier had been with- 
drawn, were preparing a filibustering 
expedition to invade Texas. 

The Mexican Minister at Washington, 
having called the attention of the 
Mexican government to the subject, is 
in receipt of an official communication 
from the Mexican government, dated 
at the City of Mexico on the 29th ult., 
in which he is informed that such a 
statement was altogether groundless, 
but that the Mexican government, an- 
ticipating such danger, had beforehand 
reinforced considerably the troops gar- 
risoning the frontier of the United 
States, and had issued necessary. in- 
structions to keep a careful watch with 
a view to avoiding trouble, however 
remote it might be, arising on the part 
of any Spaniards living in Mexico. 


SAMPSON MUST WAIT.? 


NO ATTACK TO BE MADE ON SAN 
JUAN AT PRESENT, 
- 
Whereabouts of the Cape Verde 


Fleet Uncertain — Capture of 
Porto Rico not Important—No 
Fear of Spanish Fleet Being Sent 
to Manila. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 11.—Although no 
additional confirmation has been re- 
ceived of the news from London that the 
Spanish squadron which left the Cape 
Verde Islands two weeks ago had re- 
turned to Cadiz, the belief has greatly 
strengthened in official circles that a 
cruise to Porto Rico or Cuban waters 
was never very seriously contemplated 
by Admiral Villamil, says the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Tribune. No 
word has reached the Navy Depart- 
ment from Acting Admiral Sampson 
since the fleet under his command was 
sighted off the north coast of Santo Do- 
mingo, but the failure of any of the 
swift scouting cruisers sent in advance 
to discover any traces of the Spanish 
squadron, and the non-appearance of 
the Spanish men-of-war at any of the 
usual coaling and supply stations of 
the Windward group, has almost con- 
vinced the naval authorities at Wash- 


ington that the Spanish command has 


thought discretion to be the better part 
of valor and has actually sought the 
refuge of a home port. 

As the capture of Porto Rico at this 
time has been held by the President 
and his_advisers to be of little or no 
strategic importance, complicating in- 
the task of 
ducing Havana and expelling the Span- 
ish land forces from Cuba, it has been 
Virtually decided, as soon as the ab- 
sence of the Cape Verde squadron from 
West Indian waters is definitely estab- 
lished, to recall to Cuba the greater 
part of Acting Admiral Sampson's fleet. 
Cable dispatches instructing the Amer- 
ican commander to make no attack at 
present -on San Juan, 
further orders off Porto Rico have been 
sent to the various cable stations in 
the Windward group, and will doubt- 
less be delivered within the next day 
or two. 

There of course, no immediate de- 
mand for the services of the whole Key 
West fleet before Havana. The smaller 
men-of-war left behind by Acting Ad- 
miral Sampson are competent to pro- 
tect the passage of the landing expedi- 
tion from Tampa, and to cover. the 
lodgement of the invading army on 
the Cuban coast. But should an effort 
to reduce the fortifications of Havana 
from the water side be thought neces- 
Sary, the heavier fighting ships now off 
Porto Rico would have to be called on to 
undertake the bombardment: while if 
the Vizcaya, the Almirante Oquendo, 
the Maria Theresa and the Cristobal 
Colon should, after all, have passed yn- 
noticed into the Caribbean Sea, and 
should appear unexpectedly off the 
east end of Cuba, the presence of the 
full Key West fleet in that neighbor- 
hood would be found indispensible to 
beat off the assailants and maintain 
communication with the American 
forces already landed. 

Though Monday is the date now set 
for the departure of the first division 
of regulars from Tampa, it would 
create no great surprise if the troops 
were detained on Florida soil a few 
days longer. To take advantage of the 
comparative dryness of the season, a 
sharply directed campaign against Ha- 
vana is considered advisable. But it 
seems certain that the volunteers who 
are to follow the regulars to Cuba, can- 
not be assembled on the Gulf coast in 
fit condition for field work within the 
next two weeks, so that actual opera- 
tions in Cuba will scarcely be possible 
before May 25. By that time, too, all 
doubts about the disposition of the 
Spanish naval forces will have been 
solved and Acting Admiral Sampson's 
reunited fleet can be employed to co- 
operate with the American land forces 
in pushing the siege of the Cuban 
capital. 

No serious weight is attached here 
to the suggestion that Spain will send 
a fleet through the Suez Canal to at- 
tack Admiral Dewey's forces in the 
Philippines. It is-considered unlikely 
that the Spanish government would 
strip its home ports of adequate pro- 
tection in order to undertake the re- 
conquest of @ distant colony which 
could be held only at the sacrifice of 
national interests in every other quar- 
ter of the world. Moreover, with gov- 
ernment and Cabinet engrossed in a 
struegie for political existence at 
home. Spain is searcely in a position 
to pursue for the present any but a 
defensive and negative naval and mili- 
tary programme. 


“ FRANZ JOSEF’S POSITION, 
Says He Will Maintain Strict Neu- 
trality—Deplores the Hostilities.

THE WATER PROBLEM GETTING 
VERY SERIOLS., 


Rottied Brands Sell at a Dollar a 
Galtlion and “Liver” Water at a 
Cent a Pint—Kvery Drop as 
Precious as Gold. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

KEY WEST, May 11.—The water 
problem is getting serious at this place. 
Naval officers recognize it, and they 
ar? icoking anxiously for the stnoke of 
the stack of the big government con- 
denser which is promised to supply 40.,- 
000 gallons daily per contract. The 
plant should have started April 25, but 
it is not yet in operation. The officers 
in charge of this station are skeptical 
of the condenser's ability to produce 
20,000 gallons. Key West's water re- 
sources are most primitive and limi- 
ted. The shallow wells in town are all 
more or less brackish and under sus- 
picion of surface drainage. Two com- 
panies at various times have driven 
artesian wells 1800 and 2300 feet deep, 
but they have never secured fresh wa- 
ter. The town lives by cisterns and 
rain barrels, and the latter are only a 
shade less in diamter than the wells 
The cisterns filled during the rainy 
season usually run very low by the 
close of the dry season, which is now 
due. This year, in addition to the 
rains coming very late, the town has 
had its population doubled by the pres- 
ence of troops. ships and war vessels, 
and the army of newspaper correspond- 
ents and their tugs, which vessels take 
water by the thousand gallons, not 
only for themselves, but for their bveil- 
ers. Of course the war vessels and 
some of the hospital and other craft 
have condensers, but the draft on the 
town’s supply is still abnormal: The 
torpedo boats are without condensing 
apparatus, and they have been scout- 
ing for fresh water as keenly 2s buc- 
caneers after Spain’s galleons. Fvery 
discovery of a fresh cistern is hailed 
like a strike In the itlondike, and ev- 
ery gallon of water as many pur- 
chasers, all with money and «anxious 
to outbid each other. 


BOTTLED GOODS IN DEMAND. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

KEY WEST, May 11.—All who can 
afford it (that is to say the newspaper 
correspondents and Officers) ¢rink bot- 
tled water, but a dearth of this supply 
is avproaching.

of tents, wagons and food supplies for 
the large number of men who are to go 
forward and for the ships Which are 
to transport them. 

For the Cuban expedition, the quar- 
termasters’ branch is hurrying to the 
points on the Gulf the ships chartered 
by Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn yes- 
terday besides the numerous supplies 
necessary for the comfort of the troops 
and means for the transportation of 
the munitions of war, etc., overland 
when Cuba is reached. 

An ordér has been given for the pur- 
chase of 20,000 hammocks for the use 
of the men in the tropical clime. For 
the feeding of the men, the commis- 
sary department has made arrange- 
ments for the purchase and shipment 
to Gulf ports, but mostly to Tampa, 
of. over 4,000,000 rations, which, it is 
estimated, will supply an army of 40,000 
men over thirty days. It is probabie, 
however, that portions of this quantity 
of supplies are intended for the relief 
of the reconcentrados, who are dying 
from starvation in Cuba.

RAW SILK BOUNTY. 


Japan Pays One on Expoertativons. 
Countervalling Daties Ordered. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, upon investiga- 
tion, has found that the government of 
Japan pays an export bounty on raw 
silk exported from that country, and he 
therefore has instructed officers of the 
eustoms to collect countervailing duties 
on such importations equal to the ex- 
port duties paid. 

Three grades of raw silk are speci- 
fied upan which the export bounty paid 
is 50, 20 and 20 yen per 100 catties re- 
spectively. The countervailing duty will 
be the same as the bounty. The pres- 
ent value of Japanese yen is 49,8 cents 
and a cattie is equal to one and one- 
third pounds.

Carlists and Republicans are also 
Trying Their Hest to Over- 
throw the Crown, 


RIOTOUS MOBS ENCOURAGED. 


ANYTHING TO BRING THE PRESENT 
REGIME TO AN END. 


Weyler Hopes to Be Military Dic- 
tater and Other Factions are 
Equally Hent on Gainu- 
ing Control. 


[RY DIRSCT WIRE TO TIE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK. May 12.—({Fxclusive 
Dispatch.] The World's Madrid special 
says that Weyler. Robledo and the 
Carlist and Republican leaders have 
now deliberately set about to bring on 
a revolt in Spain, and that very soon. 

They are plotting separately and with 
different objects in view, but they are 
working incessantly for the common 
end—the destruction of the existing 
government, root and branch. These 
arch-conspifators have just adopted a 
new line of policy. They have decided 
to offer amendments to every bill in 
the Cortes, providing ways and means 
for carrying on the war, and to oppose 
every financial measure coming from 
the ministry. 

They wil! obstruct in all possible 
Ways the passage of a bill of indem- 
nity, as it is called, the bill to forgive 
the Cabinet for violating the Constitu- 
tien by promulgating home rule for 
Cuba without the cofisent of the Cortes. 
Their purpose in adoptifg this policy of 
obstruction is to prolong the deadlock 
in the Parliament, giving an opportu- 
nity for anarchists and starving pecple 
to riot, and for other manifestations of 
popular discontent, to create such an 
inflammable condition of affairs 
throughout the kingdom that news of 
‘tne next Spanish reverse shall cause an 
explosion. 

Weyler and Robledo expect that a 
military dictatorship headed by Weyler 
will rise. The Republicans look for a 
revolution that shall sweep away the 


monarchy. The Corlists laugh in their] 


sleeves and chuckle over the imminent 
prospect of a civil war. 

The court of Spain and the Madrid 
government have separately sounded 
European courts and the government 


give to Spain during or at the close of 
the war with the United States. Aus- 
tria, naturally most friendly, was 
found willing to take the lead in any 
action favorable to Spain. But her 
allies, Germany and Italy, though they 
sympathize on principle with the Queen 
Regent, do not care to pick a quarrel 
with the United States. 

France and Russia gave really most 
enthusiastic expressions of sympathy 


and assurances of readiness to step in| 


any moment when the other powers, 
even those on the continent only, con- 
sider intervention or mere mediation 
feasible. All continental governments 
pretend to throw upon England the 
whole responsibility of their inaction, 
and charge her with playing into the 
hands of America. The Spanish gov- 
ernment cannot, for reasons of dom«s- 
tic politics, come to an agreement with 
even the most. friendiy European 
powers, because they have intimated 
that they can only interfere to miti- 
gate the consequences of Spain's un- 
equal struggle with a far superior 
enemy. 

Therefore they say they canot medi- 
ate unless the Spanish government and 
people make up their minds to mak» 
inevitable, though painful, sacrifices of 
sovereignty and territory in the West 
Indies, after their naval and military 
efforts have sufficiently “vindicated 
the honor and dignity of Spain.” 


MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 
It Engrosses Attention at Madrid to 
the Exclusion of War. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 

NEW YORK, May 11.--A dispatch to 
the Herald from Madrid says it is only 
indirectly that attention is paid to 
the progress of the war by the people 
here. For the time being every one is 
engrossed with consideration of the 
ministerial crisis. Upon its solution 
depends the immediate action of Spain. 

If the Cabinet weather the storm, ft 
will issue from it instructed to prosecute 
the war vigorously or else empowered 

‘to take steps for the retstablishment 
of peace with the least possible delay. 
From careful consideration of the 
ministry's action, it is more than prob- 
able that the latter sclution’wil] be 
more in accordance with the members’ 
personal desires. 

The question is, will they be able to 
follow their desires? Their position is 
a difficult one. They know only too 
well that the longer the war is prose- 
cuted, the more severe wil! be the loss 
of Spain. It is manifest that the gov- 
ernment is trying to throw the re- 
sponsibility for the co ntinuance of the 
war on Parliament.” 

It is also manifest that the oppost- 
tion is trying to embarrass the govern. 
ment by refusing to accept that re- 
sponsibility without, at the same time. 
giving the ministry any ground for 
Saying later that peace was concluded 
by the will of the nation’s representa- 
tives and not by that of the govern- 
ment’s party majority. 

The opposition will not. help the gov- 
ernment to secure peace. as later it 
may overthrow the Liberals upon this 
ground. Which of the two parties— 
ministerial or the opposition—will be 
the stronger is the one subject of in;. 
terest at present. 

There is growing a current feeling 
that to pursue this disastrous war, now 
that it has been proved that while 
Spain’s courage is always equal to any 
test, her financial. military and naval! 
resources are inadequate to cope with 
@n adversary so vastly her superior 
as America. amounts simply to mad- 
ness.

Sefior Silvela calmly, and with 
perfect parliamentary propriety, shot 
many poisoned darts in the forms of 
allusion to incidents in Salmeron’s for- 
mer political career, producing ap- 
plause and halarity. 

“Sefior Silvela declared confidently 
that the monarchy had nothing to fear 
from Republicans under a leader who 
divided instead of united his followers. 
He said the best thing Sefior Salmeron 
could do was to make himself forgot- 
ten. Even the Carlists, who been 
coquetting with the Republicans, ap- 
plauded Sefior Silvela, one of them 
speaking in almost the same sense.’ 

SAGASTA MAKES REPLY.

‘NOT BREAD ALONE. 


POLITICS MIXED UP IN THE 


Newspapers and Politicians are 
Basy Stirring Up Strife Among 
Workingmen. 


BREAD CRY ONLY A PRETEXT. 


THE SOCIALIST AND REPUBLICAN 
LEAVEN IS WORKING. 


Vatican’s Desire to Overthraw the 
House of Savoy also One of the 
Probable Causes of the 
Disordets.

ROME, May 12.—{By Atlantic Cable.] 
It will probably be many days before 
one is able to fully estimate the grav- 
ity of the riots and the number of 
killed and wounded. 

The two suppressed parers, the Rad- 
ical Seevolo and the Republican Italia 
del Popolo, of Milan, were undoubtedly 
chiefly responsible for the riots there. 
The latter journal has been in the 
habit for some years of giving its sub- 
scribers Christmas presents of revolv- 
ers and hatchets, the latter inscribed 
in the Milanese Dialect with the motto 
“Dalli al Troncho.” (Strike at the 
trunk.) The regular subscribers were 
largely priests. 

It is said tonight that all the So- 
cialist papers throughout the country, 
have been or will be arrested and de- 
tained until complete order is restored. 
Evidence accumulates that railway men 
were chiefly responsible for the risings. 
The order calling them under arms 
is reported to have a good deterrent 
effect.

GOLD MUST BE PAID. 


Some Very FiguresTaken 
from Department Records. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—When 
asked today as to the reason for so 
large disbursements in gold, Assistant 
Secretary Vanderlip explained that 
with the present large stock of gold 
in the treasury, about $180,500,000 with 


-+-the daily revenues coming in, paid as 


it is, substantially in gold, it is im- 
perative that disbursements should be 
made in similar funds. The fact, too 
that the daily payments are now, and 
for some time will continue to be in 
excess of the receipts, makes it plain 
that the large gold balance will be re- 
duced. 

Comparing the amounts of the several 
kinds of money now in the treasury, 
with the figures for November 11 last 
(six months ago,) it is found that the 
amount of gold has increased from 
$155,055,050, to $180,696,944. The amount 
of free silver has decreased from $16,- 
142,314 to $6,734,109 and the 
United States notes has dec 
$39,439,958 to $31,011,673. 

The amount of treasury notes is 
shown to have been decreased over 
$2,140,000, and the national-bank notes 
about $1,900,000, and during the same 
time the deposits in national banks 
have increased about $10,000,000 on ac- 
count of deposits of money received 
from the Pacific railroads. 

_ For some months before the declara- 
tion of war, the receipts from customs 
were constantly increasing. This is 
shown by the records of the depart- 
ment, from which it appears that since 
August, 1897, the receipts from this 
source were as follows: 

August, $6,887,702; September, $7,943,- 
100; October, $9. 713,194; November, $9,- 
830,025; December, $11. 660, 788; January, 
$14,269,442: February, $15,040,680; March, 
$15,450,431.

on the present amount: directs the 
coinage of seigniorage of $42,000,000; es- 
tablishes a progressive inheritance tax 
of %& of 1 per cent. on personal prop- 
erty of devisees of over $5000 to near 
heirs$- more on larger amounts, and 
to more distant relations. The Senate 
is expected to reverse the action of 
the committee, which was taken by the

The Democrats changed their rate 
on worporations at the last minute, 


reducing it from % to 4 of 1 per cent. 
They made this reduction. because of 
the uncertainty as to the amount of 
revenue the amendment would pro- 
duce. It was the generally expressed 
opinion that the sum would, even at 
thisttow percentage, be very large, but 
theme was no opportunity for an ap- 
proximating figure. 

This provision is a very comprehen- 
sive one. It covers all corporations 
with a few exceptions, imposing a tax 
of gne-fourth of 1 per cent. upon the 


receipts. The exceptions are 
charttahble, educational, religious and 


e'eemosynary institutions, and strictly 
mutual benefit associations are x- 
empted, with the exception of mutual 
concerns being made so as to include 
ohiv those which can loan money to 
their own members. 

Building and loan associations were 
exempted from the operation of the 
bill. but the House provision dealing 
with this matter was changed, and the 
language of the exemption in the Wil- 
son-Gorman act practically subsituted 
for it. 

There was some discussioh of the 
heer tax during the day, but it was 
decided to leave the matter as it passcod 
the House, with an increase of the re- 
bate from 5 to 7% per cent. Th? pro- 
visions in regard to the taxation of 
bankers and brokers, bills of lading. 
inheritances, “futures,” proprietary 
medicinal articles, ete., were left as 
previously fixed. The House provision 
for a tax on mineral, waters was 
stricken out entirely. 

The tax<on manufactured tohaceo is 
increased to 12 cents, the House rate. 
to 16 cents ner pound, Stock on hand 
is to be exempt from the onerations 
of the act. 

The committee also desired to rec- 
ommend a reduction of the tax on ci- 
gars from $4 to $3.50 per thousamd, and 
on cigarettes from $2 to $1,50. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
the Democratic amendments. 

There was some general discussion in 
committee of the amount of the reve- 
nue the bill would produce. The esti- 
mate of the Democratic members 
placed the amount at $150,000,000 from 
the revenue portion. The coinage of 
the seignorage would increase. the 
amount te the extent of $42,000,000, and 
the greenbacks .would make the total 
$3.42,000,000, or $47,000.000 in excess of 
Secretary Gage’s estimate of the re- 
quiréments of the extra revenue to 
meet the first year’s expense of the 
war. 

The bill will hardly he recognizable 
by its authors when reported. as it 
has been so generally amended in both 
phraseology and dates as to make it 
practically a new bill. 
SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—For more 
than three hours this afternoon § the 
Senate discussed what is known as 
the Railroad Arbitration Bill, a meas- 
ure designed to adjust by means. of 
voluntary arbitration the differences 
that may. arise between rairoad offi- 
cials and their employvés.

BIG FIRE AT PHILADELPHIA. | 


Toy ard Fireworks Estab!ivhment 
Destroyed?—Three Bodies Feund., 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
PHILAPELPHIA, . May §11.-—-Three 
persons were burned to death today, 
and property amounting to $225,000 was 
destroyed by fire, which originated in 
the big six-story building occupied by 
McCadden Bros., wholesale dealers in 
toys and_ fireworks, No, ,619 Market 
street. 
The dead are: William McCadden, a 
member of the firm: Charles Richard- 
son, a packer; Miss Evelyn Caldwell, 
stenogropher. Their bedies were found 
on the second floor in the rear of the 
building, and were so charred that it 
was impossible to recognize them, but 
as all the emploeyé, with the exception 
of those named, have been accounted 
for, there can be no doubt of their 
identity. Three others persons are 
missing, the engineer, the fireman and 
a porter. The fire originated from an 

explosion of fireworks. 

There were about one hundred per- 
sons emplcyed in the McCadden store, 
and nearly all managed to make their 
escape hefore the flames reached the 
upper stories. The three hodies were 
found en the second story of the 
burned structure. On account of the 
inflammabie nature of the contents, 
the hig six-story structure was a mass 
of flames in_less than half hour. 

The fire spread quickly to the build- 
ing on the east occupied by the Read- 
ing Hardware Company, and the big 
building on the west, oceunied jointly 
by the National Wall Paper Company 
and the Brainerd & Armstrong Spool 


Silk Company. The fire department 
sent in four alarms and in about an 


hour the fire was got under control. 
The McCadden building was com- 
pletely destroyed and the other two 
were badly damaged. The entire store 
of the wall-paper company and Brain- 
erd & Armstrong is rendered worthless 
by smoke and water. The damage to 
the stock of the Reading Hardware 
Company is nominal, but the loss of 
the building amounts to about $50,000. 
There wes a wild rush for the ele- 
vator and stairways. and it is thought 
that not more than.six persons at the 
outside, and possibly only the three 
whese bodies have been found, lost 
their lives. The loss will reach about 
$500,000, well covered by insurance.

ADVICES FROM SAMPSON

STILL ANXIOUSLY AWAITED BY 
THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


Some Doubt Still Extats as to the 
Whereabouts of the “panish 
Armada—Combined Land and Sea 
Attack on Havana. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The Navy 
Department is in almost hourly expeec- 
tation of advices from Admiral Somp- 
son. What the character of these ad- 
vices will he the officials do not intl- 
mate, but they expect interesting ana 
important news. It is rather 4 matter 
of surprise to them that the press has 
not already received information from 
the squadron via St. Thomas and the 
fleet dispatch boats which accompany 
Sampson's squadron. 

Notwithstanding the cable advices to 


the effect that the Spanish flying 
squadron has rejoined the Spanish 
home squadron at Cadiz, the naval 


Strategy board is by no means assured 
on this point, It is believed that while 
Admiral Sampson has been placed in 
possession of the cable reports he has 
heen warned not to accept them as ahb- 
solutely conclusive as vet. In this state 
of affairs the only prudent course of 
action of the department would seem to 
be to confer upon Admiral Sampson full 
authority to exercise his own discretion 
in his movements, and it is believed this 
has heen done. A possible limitation 
Was a request that he hold himeeclf in 
readiness to furnish armed conveys for 
the troops to Cuba, 

It might seem strange that the Navy 
Départment should be in doubt as to 
whether or not a squadron of large 
men-of-war is lying in a harbor where 
the ships would be plainly visible to the 
eyes of 100,000 people. It must be re- 
membered, however, that the United 
States has now no representative in 
Cadiz, nor can it look to the represen- 
tatives of foreign governments in Spain 
touching naval movements. Reliance 
must bo had either upen severely cen- 
sored newspaper dispatches or upon 
the reports of spies. and neither of 
these are of unimpeachalle accuracy at 
this juncture. For this reason the 
Navy Department is disposed to accept 
all reports with extreme caution. 

The stratery board is carefully pre- 
paring its plans for an assauit upen 
Havana by sea in connection with the 
recular army movement by land,the

TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE. 


Sewer Com te Consider 
Important Change. 

The Sewer Committee of the City 
Council will hold an important mveet- 
ing this morning, at which the matier 
of the proposed amending of the sewer 
ordinance will be consijered. The ex- 
isting ordinance regulating the manner 
in which sewer connections shall be 
made has been found to work a de- 
cided hardship to some property-own- 
ers, and many of them have applied 
to the Council from time to time for re- 
lief. It is unlawful, under the present 
regulations, for a property-owner to 
make one connection for two houses on 
the same lot, no matter how large a 
pipe is laid. The reason for this is that 
if such connection is made and one of 
the houses so connected is sold, in 
event of a break in the connections 
there is frequently difficulty ‘in com- 
pelling the owners of the property io 
make repairs, each claiming that the 
fault lies with his neighbor. The city 
has in the past been compelled to make 
more than one repair because it was 
impossible to determine whose duty ii 
was to do the work, which was a pub- 
lic necessity. 

Several weeks ago Councilman Ash- 
man presented the matter before the 
Council and moved that the ordinance 
he amended. It was referred to the 
Sewer Committee and that committee 
will endeavor to dispose of it today. 
The committee may make a personal 
inspection of San Fernendo street for 
the purpose of determining the neces 
sity of ordering the construction of a 
sewer on that street between Alpin. 
and Ord streets. The proposed ordi- 
nance for this sewer has heen contested 
by a number of the property-owners. 
who declare there is no necessity fo: 
the work. 


Will Wait Awhile. 


The matter of the erection of street 
signs all over the city will, it is 
thought, not be finally settled before 
the end of the present fiscal year. There 
are in the committee room of the 
Council a number of sample signs and 
as yet the Board of Public Works. 1, 
whom the matter has been refe *rred, has 
been unable to agree upon any one of 
the samples. The Council does not de- 
sire the expense of the signs to be paid 
out of this year’s funds. and provision 
will be made for them in the next an- 
nual budget. Several different styles 
of signs will be used, those in the regi- 
dence territory he | ing different from 
those to be placed in “the business dis- 
tricts. The matter will again come up 
at the regular meeting of the Board 
of Publi& Works tomorrow and an ef- 
fort will be made to reach an agree- 
ment, so that the signs may be 
dered for delivery whenever the ci 
Wants them.

NO UNDUE INFLUENCE. 


JUDGE VAN 


FAVOR OF 


DECIDES 
CALHINSS, 


The Equitable Huilding and 
Assoctation t« Ordered to Trans- 
fer Shares of Stock Deeded tn 
Gift by Daniel Catkins to His 
Nephew. 


Judge Van Dvke yesterday rendered 
a decision in favor of the plaintiff in 
the suit of F. G. Calkins against the 
Equitable Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, brought to compel the defendant 
to transfer fifteen shares of its stock 
to the plaintiff, claimed to have been 
assigned to him by Daniel Calkins 
now deceased. The action was resisted 


by the corporation, and also by Rob- 
ert Yeomans, executor of the estate of 
Daniel Calkins, who came in by way 
of intervention. 

Daniel Calkins died in this” city 
March 13, 1897, leaving an estate valued 
at $20,000. A short time previous to 
his death he transferred the stock In 
controversy, which is valued at $1.1) 
to his nephew, F. G. Calkins, as a gift 
The transfer was contested principally 


upon the ground that it was olt rined 


through the exercise of undue ifiu- 
ence. 

The transfer was made by an in- 
dorsement on each of the 15 shares of 
stock in the Equitable Puilding ond 
Loan Association as follows: 

“For value received, I hereby sel] 
assign, transfer and set over to F. G 
Calkins and Rosamond A, Calkins the 
shares of stock within mentioned, re- 


serving to myself the dividide ; 
clared upon. the same during my lift 
time. and I authorize the secretary ol 
the said association to enter such 
transfer on the books of the assovcia- 
tion. Daniel Calkins.” 

The certificates so indorsed were put 
in an envelope on which was written 


the following: 


“Dear Fred and Rose: In handing 


you this envelope T wish to make the 
request that it shall net be openod fer 
one month after my death, and that 
you will give to your son Vred one- 
third of the value therein for his ex- 
clusive use. It is my desire that no ene 
but myself shall know the contents 


hereof.” 

Two questions were presented by the 
defendants in support of the contest 
to the application of the plaintiff for a 
transfer of stock. The first, as already 
stated, was that the assignment had 
been obtained through undue influence, 
and the second was that the assign- 
ment or indorsement was ineffectual 
for want of delivery during the life- 
time of the assignor. 

In his opinion. Judge Van Dyke says 
the evidenee wholly failed to establish 
the first proposition that there was 
any undue influence exercised by Cal- 
kin’s nephew In obtaining the gift of 
property. After devoting considerable 
space to the second question, in which 
a number of authorities are cited, 
Judge Van Dyke holds that under the 
circumstances, the failure to deliver 
the assignment during Calkins’s life- 
time did not affect the validity of the 
transfer. 


A BARRIER TO FORECLOSURE, 


A Homentead That Was Filed a Few 
Hours Ahead of a Mortgage. 

A foreclosure suit involving @ small 
amount of money, but an important 
reintof law, was tried yesterday before 
Judge Van Dyke. The action was 
brought by L. Sehlenker against John 
Cardner et al., to foreclose a mortgage 


of £265 on lot 6 of the Banner tract, 
city. The plaintiff showed that John 
Gardner, now deceased, executed a 


mortgage on the premises in the month 


of July, 1896. The holder of the mort- 
gauge neglected to record the document 
until over a year later on September 27, 
which was after Gardner's death. 

A peculiar circumstance is the fact 
that Mrs. Elizabeth Gardner, wife of 
t! mortgagee, filed a homestead cn 
the lot covered by the mortgage, on the 
very day the mortgage was recorded. 
The ffle marks on the documents show 
1! hat the homestead was recorded at 12 
ck, and the mortgage not nntlil 
3:56 pm. This placed Mrs. Gardner in 
possession of her homestead just 3 
hours and 56 minutes before the mort- 
gage on the place was recorded, which, 


it is claimed, makes the property ex- 

ermpt from execution, since sec tion 1241 
of the State Code provides: “The 
homestead is subject to execution or 
forced sa'e In satisfaction of judgments 
obtained, or on debts secured by mort- 
gages on the premises, executei and re- 
corded before the declaration of home- 
stead was filed for record.’’ 

Mrs. Gardner answered the compixint 
in her own name, claiming the premuses 
aus her property under the homes:ead., 
In her testimony she said that her hus- 
band never informed her of the execu- 
tion of the mortgage, and that she did 
not know-of its existence when she had 
her homestead recorded. 

Judge Van Dyke reserved his decision 
in the case.

WOODS OF VENTURA INDICTED FoR 
PENSION FRAUD,

The Federal grand jury yesterday ree 
turned a true bill of indictment against 
Hienry P. Woods of Ventura county, 
charging him with attempting to secure 
A pension from the government through 
fraudulent ‘means. The indictment 
charges that on July 13, 1896, Woods 
applied to the Pension Kureau for @ 
pension, claiming to be unable to earn 
support by manual labor, by reason of 
broken knees and ankles. He alleged 
that he enlisted under the name of John 
Wilson, in Co, C, Eighth Regiment of 
California Infantry as a private, on 
the 18th day of May, 1861, and was 
discharged in 1865 at Fort Alcatraz. 
Woods was arrested April 14, 1898, by 
Marshal Oakes on a warrant issued by 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke 
and was held to await the action of the 
grand jury. He was unable to secure 
bail and has remained in jail since that 
time.

A SPANISH BLUFF. 

The war and naval departments 
of Spain, aceording to a_ dispatch 
trom Cadiz, “are advancing prepara- 
tions for an expedition to the Philip- 
pines, which, it is said, will ‘be com- 
posed of $000 regular soldiers and 
two battalions..ef marines.” It is 
further intimated that Spain may de- 
cide to abandon Cuba and Porto Rico 
altogether and send the greater part 
of her fleet to the Philippines, to 
drive out the Americans “and 
cupy the islands. The Suez Canal, 
appears, by a convention between the 
powers concluded in 1885, is open to 
ships of all nations in- time. of peace 
or war, the only restriction | being 
that “no act of hostility, nor any act 
the.preparation 
or operation of war, shall be com- 
mitted in the canal nor in any of 
the approaches or ports of access, 
The vessels of war of belligerents 
shall not revictual or take stores in 
the canal or its approaches or ports 
of access, except so far as may be 
strictly necessary.” 

Undoubtedly it would he possible 
for Spain to send to Manila a fleet 
much more formidable tuan the one 
now under command of Admiral 
Dewey. The difficulties of such = an 
underiaking would be considerable, 
but not insurmountable. Cne 
principal difficulties would be that of 
sufficient coal for so long a voyage. 


The distinee, even via the Suez 
Canal, from Cadiz to Manila, is not 
far from 11.000 miles, and the trip 
under the most favorable conditions 
would require at least six weeks 
the powerful armored 
cruisers which Spain could send 
against Admiral Dewey's squadron 
would have the advantage of the 


heavier guns and armor, it is by no 
means certain that the Spaniards 
would be victorious. Dewey 
possession of the harbor and could 
strengthen his position by mining 
the entrance and fortifyYying ap- 
proaches.

All published statements that Henry

The prospect of fusion in the coming 
campaign is becoming very probleimnat- 
ical. The Democrats and Siiver Re- 
publicans are exceedingly anxivus to 
bring it about, but the Populists are 
manifesting a spirit of independence 
that is sorely disturbing to their quon- 
dam allies. In previous campaigns 
when fusion has been effected, the re- 
sulting distribution of offices has al- 
ways been much more satisfactory to 
the Democrats than to the Populists, 
the latter being commonly relegated 
to the useful but not lucrative task of 
holding the bag.

“Resolved by the State Executive 
Committee of the People’s party in 
regular session assembled, in fixing a 
date for the People’s party convention, 
that it is the sense o7 tnis committee 
that a union or amaigamation of pou- 
litical reform forces or parties in the 
State of California in i898 should lock 
to placing principles first and the se- 
lection of candidates second, and that 
ihe People’s party should demand of 
any other political forces desiring unity 
of action that said parties shall by 
their identical or common platform or 
their proper conventions first agree 
upon and adopt an identical or com- 
mon platform of principles which all 
candidates desiring the support of any 
of said parties must accept, and that 
such common platform must precede 
any and all nominations.”’ 

The initiative and the referendum 
are among the recognized cardinal 
principles of Populism, and it will be 
highly edifying to watch the grimaces 
of the old Jeffersonian Democrats 
when they are called on to swallow 
such dogmas. The proposition ad- 
vanced is a pleasingly simple one—the 
tail insists upon Wagging the dog or 
élse the two must part company. 

To prove that this demand was no 
idle bluff, the Populist committee pro- 
ceeded to set their State convention 
for July 12, which was a month or 
more prior to the time when the Demo- 
cratic. convention was expected to 
meet. This decision carried consterna- 
tion into the ranks of the advocates of 
ffision, and they are preparing to make 
an earnest appeal to the Populist State 
Central Committee to reconsider the 
action taken. They wish to have the 
conventions of all three parties held 
simultaneously. 

Such an appeal is not likely to be 
successful. The Populists declare that 
fusion does nothing to advance the 
principles of their party and. brings 
them no rewards in the shape of 
offices. They decline to be used as a 
tool by the Democrats any longer. 

An amusing feature of the situation 
is the perplexity of the Silver Repub- 
licans. Their difficulty is one common 
to deserters—they cannot return to 
their old allegiance and they are find- 
ing their new allies exceedingly uncon- 
genial. While willing to do a great 
deal to get their share of political pie, 
they cannot swallow the Populist plat- 
form without a severe spasm. Many 
of the local members of the turn-coat 
have been making overtures to 
the Republicans, intimating thet they 
were willing to come hack into the fold 
temporarily, inasmuch as the silver 
question is an issue only in national 
elections. Needless to say, this cool 
proposition has not been cordially re- 
ceived.

POLITICS IN POMONA. 


Senatorial -Problem in 
Thirty-eighth District. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

POMONA, May 11.—The selection of a 
Republican candidate f Senator from 
the Thirty-eighth District has agitated 
local politicians for several months, and 
appearances now indicate that despite 
many deep-laid plans for keeping the 
office here, where it has been for eight 
years, it will go to one of the other 
towns in the district, J. W. Jeffreys of 
Azusa being now prominently men- 
tioned. 

For over two years the plans for the 
distribution of offices, especially the 
Senatorship, have been in the hands of 
a small number of politicians, though 
Republicans generally have not been 
participants in the agreement, and now 
it is understood that the slate is sure 
to be broken, partly because of the 
failure of the contracting parties to 
carry out their obligations, and partly 
because the rank and file of the party 
insist. on’ having a voice in the selec- 
tion of candidates. 

At the time S. N. Androus was a can- 
didate for nomination as Senator, 8S. M. 
Haskell was candidate for the Assem-

when he withdrew from the race, it 
was aS a result of an agreement be- 
tween himself and Mr. Androus, where- 
by Mr. Haskell was to go to the.

Later, however, Mr. Haskell was 
chosen president of the League of Re- 
publican Clubs of the county, with the 
understanding that he would not be a 
candidate for office this year. This left 
the way open for Mr. Androus to stand 
for the Senate again. But meanwhile 
the selection of a new postmaster came 
to the front as a problem, and Messrs. 
Dreher and Androus came forward as 
aspirants for that place. At this time 
it seems that the old ambition to go 
to the Senate came upon Mr. Haskell, 
leaving three candidates for two offices. 
Friends of Mr. Haskell have conse- 
quently been eager to secure the post- 
office for Mr. Androus, in order to keep 
him out of the Senate. This operated 
in its turn to cause dissension among 
the politicians. 

Of late there have been rumors that 
outside influences had made it desirable 
for Mr. Androus to retain his seat in 
the Senate, and that, as a consequence, 
an agreement has been reached be- 
tween Mr. Dreher and Senator Androus, 
whereby the former will have the post- 


office, the latter will stand for the 
Senate, and Mr. Haskell will be left to 
still further prospect the _ political 
Klondike. 


The nature of the influence brought 
to bear on Senator Androus is only a 
matter of surmise, guided by the fact 
that, as a result of past service, he was 
given a $6000 salary as the head of the 
sporting interests of the State, through 
the Spreckels influence. It is needless 
to say that this fact does not tend to 
endear him to many of his constituents. 

But while the politicians have been 
busy mapping out a plan of campaign 
for the dear people, the latter have 
been casting about on their own re- 
sponsibility. Hosts of them openly de- 
clare that they do not want and will 
not have for Senator either Androus or 
Haskell, and many of them have 
sought to induce ex-Sheriff Currier to 
allow the use of his name. After 
thorough consideration of the matter, 
the latter decided, for personal rea- 
sons, that he could not spare the time 
to stand for the position. 

Of late, there have also been mur- 
murs from other towns in the district, 
to the effect that it is time Senatorial 
honors were distributed. Long Beach, 
Whittier, Azusa, Covina, Monrovia and 
other places have signified dissatisfac- 
tion at the continuous retention of the 
office by Pomona. Several prominent 
Republicans of Azusa brought forward 
the name of J. W. Jeffreys, editor of 
the Azusa Pomotropic, which seems to 
have met the hearty indorsement of all 
those who wefe previously supporting 
Mr. Currier, though the latter is un- 
questionably the choice of the district 
if he could be persuaded to stand. 
Jeffreys is well-known throughout this 
section, not only as a stalwart Repub- 
lican, but as a clean and capable man 
personally, who deserves and will un- 
doubtedly receive the support of all 
Republicans, if nominated. 

The contest here among politicians 
has aroused so much feeling between 
them that it is now believed generally 


to be against the party’s interest to 
undertake to name a Pomona man for 
the Senate this vear, while Mr. Jeffreys 


is a man on whom all classes could 
unite with credit to themselves.

EXPLOSION OF GAS. 


Men Injured in Waterworks 

Tunnel Near Cleveland. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

CLEVELAND, May 11.—-Ten  imen 
were injured by an explosion of gas to- 
day in the new waterworks tunnel un- 
der the lake.

point where the return on the money 
invested is very small. This is bring- 
ing-a renewal of inquirios here for our 
best securities, and they yield a much 
better return than those East, of the 
same class, 

E. H. Treeartin, a stock broker of 
this city, remarks that the earnings of 
our corporations are constantly in- 
creasing with the rapid growth of the 
city. and if the general public were 
taken more intd the confidence of these 
corporations, by their publishing here 
their monthly earnings and operations, 
such as some of our street railroads 
send to financial papers Mast, their se- 
curities would have a better home mar- 
ket. become better known. and sell het- 
ter in the East, for correspondents 
there are constantly writing friends 
here for information about the standing 
of our securities, which they have been 
offered. 


COMMERCHIRE. 

DRIED FRUIT. In a paper read be- 
fore a recent fruit-growers’ convention, 
Philo Hersey, president of the Santa 
Mara County Fruit Exchange, esti- 
mated the Pacific Coast product of 
dried fruits, exciusive of apples and 
raisins, for 1897, at 150,000,000 pounds, 
of which, roughly. 100,000,000 pounds 
were prunes, 25,000,000 pounds. apri- 
cots, and 25,000,000 pounds = pt aches 
and other fruits. He estimates that he- 
fore the close of the season this will 
nearly all have been consumed, and 
that the foreign trade will absorb 25,- 
000.000 pounds, and this country the re- 
mainder. He states, however, that 
we cannot rely on the European de- 
mand to take so large a portion of our 
product in all years, as In seasons of 
good yield the Puropean supply is 
quite equal to the European demand. 
This. however, has special reference to 
prunes, as our apricots and peaches 
will always find a market in Europe 
at some price. 


ADVANCE IN PAPER. One of the 
minor effects of the war has been to 
cause a greatly-increased demand for 
paper, and a consequent stiffening of 
prices. The paper mills have received 
a great deal of business, and are doing 
more today than they have in several 
years. Many find it difficult to deliver 
as rapidly as their customers would 
like, and more than one large daily pa-~ 


per threatens to bring suit against yo 
news mills with which it has yn- 


tracted for supplies, because of "their 
failure to deliver as readily as wanted. 
The mills, on their part, say they are 
taxed to their utmost capacity, and 
cannot supply the large extra amount 
of paper wanted. The Boston Commer- 
cial Bulletin says: 

“There are, it is said, great dailies 
that are now consuming from ninety 
to ninety-five tons of paper a day that 


only required some fifty-five to sixty 


tons when the vear opened. Even some 
of the less important dailies have  in- 
creased their output some 35 or 40 per 
cent. It can be seen how har it 
would be for a mill that some months 
ago was comfortably filled with work 
to take care of this extra demand. The 
papers could get over the difficulty by 
placing orders with outside mills, but 
this would mean a considerable in- 
creased cost in their paper, probably 
some 10 per cent. 

“The mills that did not take these 
larce newspaper contracts early in the 
year are the ones now deriving the 
benefit from the advances in the mer- 
ket. Some of these, moreover, are not 
in the organization which is now be- 
ing perfected. It is felt, however, that 
were it not for the fact that some 
eizhteen mills or more are being welded 
into one large company the advances 
in newspaper would not have been as 
great as they have been. An advance 
of from $4 to $5 a ton, or about \4 cent 
a pound, in the past six weeks has 
put the new mills on a paying basis. 

“There are quite a number of mills, 
however, making paper at the old fig- 
ures that obtained at the opening of 
the year, because they took large con- 
tracts at those prices, but the feeling 
is that the advance with the few out- 
siders is going to be beneficial to these 
mills when they come into the market 
for new business. How long this ex- 
ceptional activity will last among the 
news mills depends probably upon the 
developments of the next few weeks. 

“Hand in hand with the very good 
and active trade the newspaper manu- 
facturers are having is the good de- 
mand the makers of sulphite pulp are 
realizing. The mills making the latter 
are very busy and have witnessed an 
advance in prices of about \4 cent per 
pourd. Pulp that two months ago sold 
for 1% cents is now bringing 2 cents. 
Some of the superior grades are bring- 
ine even more than this. Business has 
been so good with the sulphite mills 
that they have almost wholly tabooed 
foreign markets. as prices are better 
here. Soda pulps have likewise ad- 
vanced to the extent of about $4 a ton. 
Good soda now brings 2 cents a pound, 
this advance being due to the fact that 
the mills some months ago were not 
everproducing to the same extent as 
were. the sulphite mills. The latter 
found it necessary at that time to form 
a strong combination to restrict pro- 
duction, develop their foreign trade 
and advance prices thereby. Ground 
wood has also experienced an advance 
tn the mean time, the mills now getting 
from $14 to $15 per ton f.o.b., against 
$12 to $13 but a short time ago.” 

COMPETITION IN COTTON MANU- 
FACTURES. The question of the fu- 
ture of the cotton-manufacturing in- 
dustrv is becoming a serious one. Not 
oniv are the New England mills find- 
ine severe competition In the southern 
section of our own country, but also 
fn foreign countries, where the manu- 
facturers have the advantage of much 
cheaper labor than can be obtained in 
the United States. For instance, in 
Japan. it is reported that difficulty °- 
already being experienced in the devel- 
opment of the cotton industry beyond 
the abilitvw of the home market to ab- 
sorb the product. In a recent article 
‘on this subject, Bradstreet’s says: 

“It is of interest to learn that Japan 
is experiencing some of the results of 
the development of its mannfactures 
bevond the ability of the home market 
t® absorb them. The latter half of 
1897 was a very trying time for all 
engaged in the Japanese cotton indus- 


.. try, The immense increase in spindles— 


nearly 200.000 in a year—the increase 
in the price of coal and raw cotton, 
and in rates of wages were al] cir- 
cumstances. tending toward cutting 
down the large profits made in this in- 
dustry in previous years. The in- 
crease in cost does not appear to have 
been equaled by the increase in the 
value of the product. Some mills are 
mentioned which have declared no 
profit at all for the last six months of 
1897. but other mills appear to have 
done fairly well, because, taking the 
industrv- as a whole, the percentage of 
profit declared is nearly 9 per cent., as 
against 14 per cent. declared in the 
previous half-year. At present the 
Chinese are the most prominent.  cus- 
tomers for Japan cotton-spinners. Rut 
even in China they meet formidable 
competition on account of cheaper 
labor, and the unfavorable rate of ex- 
change, leaving out the cheaper cost 
of raw material, and the lower freight 
rates. Talk of forming a combination 
to command cheaper capital and reduce 


is heard of.” 

Hardly less important to the old-es 
tablished cotton-manufacturing coun- 
tries, and especially to Great Britain 
and her colonies, than the rise of

Japan, is the rapid development of the 
cotton manufacturing {ndustry of Mex- 
ico. An English Consul has made a 
special report on the Mexican indus- 
trv. and the conclusion he appears to 
have arrived at is that the native mills 
will be able. in a few years, to furnish 
all of the coarse cotton goods re- 
quired by that country, thus striking 
a severe blow at England's trade with 
the repu)dlic: 

“This .dexican demand has heen a 
creature of slow growth, and the large 
increase tn the past three years is 
attributed to a succession of quite fa- 
vorable hermvests, In 1897 new plants 
installed rePresented the minimum pro- 
duction of 300,000 pieces, and those 
now buildira or likely to be built this 
vear will add 750,000 pieces to the an- 
nual produrttion. As the average an- 
nual importation of foreign cottons is 
now only ab out 40,000,000 square meters, 
and Mexico promises to add 21,000,000 
square meters to her production, it 
will be seen thant foreign manufacturers 
are likely tm meet with considerable 
opposition in the country to the south 
of us, more particularly as the high 
protection afforded by the tariff on cot- 
ton goods vrill tend to further en- 
courage the home industry. The ex- 
tensive use of water power gives Mexi- 
can manufact@rers an advantage over 
their english rivals. Neuriy half of all 
the mills in the country are driven 
wholly by water, and only 28 out of 107 
entirely by steam. The Consul's rec- 
ommendation to the English manufac- 
turers is to e cert themselves to intro- 
duce new articles direct to the con- 
sumers. inst ead of being content 
merely to sup}dy goods for which there 
is already a demand—a demand, by 
_ way. which is steadily on the de- 
cline.”

Seventy-two Jurors 


Examined in 
Order to Fill the Panel, 
The trial of Benjamin Evans, the

REDLANDS. 
The Horticultural Club Discasses 
the Effect of Fertilizers. 

REDLANDS, May 11.—[{Regular Corresponde 
ence.) At the meeting of the Horticultural 
Club this afternoon, Prof. 8. M. Woodbr'dzee 
of South Pasadena delivered an address upon 
the effect of different fertilizers upon or- 
anges. He showed specimens of fruit grown 
under the different conditions mentioned. 
He found that potash tends to give a more 
selld, smooth fruit, with more sugar, but 
soils of this region usually have an abund- 
ance of potash. Nitrogen produced fruit 
large and coarse, anfl with a tendency to 
be puffy. Complete fertilizers, including sul- 
phate of tron, produced the very finest of 
fruit. Tankage resulted in a puffy fruit, the 
addition ef potash helping the conditions, 
and in all cases an excess of nitrogen tended 
to the production of coarse fruit. 

Prof. Stowe Devol gave 
teresting talk upon “Dates and 
ing.’’ speaking largely from his experience 
and observation in Arizona, where date cul- 
ture promises to become a profitable indus- 
try. He showed that it is only n the desert 
regicn in the interior of Southern California 
and in the hot portions of Arizona and New 
Mexico that the date can be grown for fruit, 
for the reason that it requires such a large 
amcunt of sunlight and heat. A_ tempera- 
ture of 18 or 20 deg. above zero seriously 
injures the trees, and fogs are detrimental 
to the proper maturing of the ‘ruit. He 
submitted a large number of photographs of

date trees in bearing, and of clusters of 
dates, taken by him in Arizona lasi fall.
